BATHHOUSE & BEYOND 

A push to legalize gay baths once more

T here are sex parties and swingers 
meetups all over the Twin Cit¬ 
ies, hosted in crowded houses 
and hotels. Gay men still cruise 
parks and malls, taking risks to meet 
strangers. 

About 50 people gathered at Lush bar 
Monday to hear OutFront Minnesota and 
the Red Door Clinic make the case for 
reexamining Minneapolis’ ban on bath¬ 
houses, the predominant hookup scene 
for gay men prior to the 1980s AIDS 
epidemic. Audience members made it 
clear that congregate sex is thriving in 
Minneapolis and St. Paul as innovative 
medications like PrEP, a once-a-day pill 
that virtually eliminates the risk of trans¬ 
mitting HIV, are freeing people to live full 
sexual lives without fear of contagion. 

Now they’re hoping for a centralized, 
sanitary, controlled place for everyone to 
go, where shame-free testing is offered 
on a regular basis. 


The problem is, Minneapolis is hold¬ 
ing fast to 30-year-old scientific under¬ 
standing of HIV. City laws still define it 
as an “irreversible and uniformly fatal” 
disease, which is why it shut down the 
city’s bathhouses in 1986 and prevents 
any new ones from opening. 

Minneapolis used this so-called “bath¬ 
house ordinance” last year to raid and 
close down a popular, unlicensed gay 
sex club operating out of a warehouse 
in north Minneapolis. The owner had 
to move the weekly parties to a smaller, 
private residence. The sex went on, just 
without testing that the Red Door Clinic 
health workers used to offer at the former 
location. 

At the time, city officials spoke of rewrit¬ 
ing the ordinance. But as the year winds 
toward its close, the city has not offered 
the expected changes. 

“It feels like there’s a memo floating 
through City Hall saying, ‘Don’t anyone 


talk about this ever,”’ said Phil Duran, legal 
director of OutFront Minnesota. 

City Hall likely doesn’t know about new 
research around the spread of HIV and 
advances in gay men’s sexual health, he 
says. And there does not seem to be the 
political will for change as elections loom 
on the horizon. 

“What it comes down to is they don’t 
want to have these discussions,” said Karri 


Plowman, owner of Twin Cities Leather 
and Latte. 

“It’s amazing to me that we’re still taught 
to fear something thafs so natural,” he said. 
“Knowledge has increased, science has 
increased, the way we feel about the health 
of our community has changed, and it’s my 
belief something that was important 30 
years ago has begun to inhibit the health 
of our community.” -susan du

The Donald's Hit List 

Would 32,000 nuclear bombs be enough for Trump? 


R ecent news reports detailed a fall¬ 
ing out between President Donald 
Trump and Secretary of State Rex 
Tillerson, who was said to have 
insulted the president’s intelligence. 

TiQerson called Trump a ‘'Rickingmoron,” 
to be precise, a claim Tillerson’s spokesman 
later denied.

“Or is that the good 
one? Which is the good one?” 

No. 12,781: San Juan, Puerto Rico. 
POTUS wants to “teach that lady mayor 
something about gratitude.” Asked if the 
U.S. would be responsible for rebuilding 
after the destruction, POTUS spent several 
minutes trying out different pronuncia¬ 
tions of “Puerto Rico.” 

No. 14,440 and 14,441: California 
park system. POTUS says a “tremendous 
supporter” from northern California had 
repeatedly invited him to tour the parks, but, 
“come to find out, it’s just a bunch of trees.”

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A furtive call to 311 chronicled 
blood splatter, vomit, and 
undeterminable stains on 
nearly every surface of a 
downtown strip club. The 
dance poles were filthy 
with bodily fluids, as were the beds in 
the secluded VIP rooms upstairs. The 
women there had caught warts, scabies, 
and microbugs. 

A manager dismissed the complaint 
as the fiction of a disgruntled worker. 

Yet Minneapolis inspectors uncovered 
soiled pillows and comforters, a decom¬ 
missioned hot tub holding six inches of 
standing water, and troves of trash. A used 
condom rolled up in a clump of hair and 
chewed gum, the manager attempted to 
explain, may have been dropped by a cus¬ 
tomer who wore extra protection under his 
clothes in case he became over-stimulated. 

The findings led inspectors to make 
a sweep of every glittering adult busi¬ 
ness in town. Bearing blacklights, they 
harvested samples of semen stains from 
11 out of 17 businesses. 

But rather than crack down, they sought 
to understand what was happening with 
the city’s flesh merchants. That wouldn’t 
be easy. 

“I think there’s always a concern, if we 
look at these businesses, that we’re just 
trying to regulate them because we’re 
prudish or because we’re the moral police,” 
says Dan Huff, Minneapolis’ director of 
environmental health. ‘That’s not it at all. 
As a public health agency, we’re about peo¬ 
ple’s health. We’re focusing on workplace 
harassment and economic well-being.” 

This wasn’t always the case. In years 
past, unannounced inspections had taken 
close stock of dancers’ behavior, what they 
could and could not do. Even in the world 
of topless performance, women could 
cross aline into “indecent conduct” if they 
touched a guest with their bare breasts. 
Anyone found “mimicking copulation” 
in the course of a lap dance got slapped 
with a citation. 

That left strippers and government 
regulators with a history. Huff didn’t 
think dancers would open their hearts and 
minds to city staff, so he asked researchers 
from the University of Minnesota to assist. 
Free from the impression of government 
surveillance, and unconcerned with the 
moral preoccupation of those who dis¬ 
like strip clubs on principle, these social 
workers could be the city’s ambassadors 
to the clubs. 

They hoped to understand not only why 
there was so much potentially infectious 
fluid in businesses that aren’t supposed to 
provide an 5 Thing more than a tease, but 
the working lives of the women who serve 
them. What they found was a job where 
sexual harassment is the norm, most of 
a dancer’s earnings are tithed away, and 
job security is reliant on an ability to shut 
up and tolerate both.

Minneapolis strippers reveal tire liidden cost of taking dome a dollar

BEHIND THE FANTASY 

awnyaKonobeck, a.k.a. Sweetpea, 
strikes an unusual figure at City 
Hall on a frigid March afternoon. 
Statuesque in a form-fitting oxblood 
sheath, with long Vampira hair, she peers 
down the row of council members seated 


at the dais before her. When she speaks, 
her voice is a disciplined husk. 

Sweetpea is the only dancer in Min¬ 
neapolis who agreed to lend her face to 
the university’s findings. That’s because, 
in addition to stripping, she’s a burlesque 
star with a cult following of her own, a 
headliner at cabarets around the country. 


where she’s billed as the “Seismic Shake 
from the Land of 10,000 Lakes.” 

Her standing allows her to utter the 
open secrets that could get other women 
blacklisted. 

Many entertainers enjoy their jobs, she 
says matter-of-factly. Customers can be 
sweet and flattering and generous. Many 
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just want to croon their compliments 
and decorate women with money like 
strands of tinsel. 

The dancer’s sensuality, the club’s 
commodity and conducting rod, is hers 
to wield over men. With time, the stage 
can teach anyone to feel beautiful, and 
bring thousands of dollars flowing through 
her hands. 

But blurred boundaries can trap women 
in perilous encounters without backup, 
the university found through anon 5 mious 
interviews with dancers. 

Most clubs, in addition to their main 
stages and honeycombs of cocktail tables, 
offer private VIP playgrounds. These 
remote, near-dark rooms are tucked 
behind gauzy curtains and furnished 
with couches and beds, where deep- 
pocketed guests are invited to spend 
alone time with dancers for as much 
as $400 an hour. 

It’s a rate that competes with com¬ 
mercial sex. Add rivers of champagne and 
cash, nebulous suspension of the univer¬ 
sal no-touch rule—plus the readiness of 
some clubs to permit prostitution—and 
guests assume orgasm is part of the deal. 

The same way customers believe a $20 
lap dance can buy a feel, the extended 
menus of VIP rooms lead them to think 
they can purchase to their imagination’s 
limits. 


“People don’t think that we care about 
that kind of stuff,” said one dancer. “Some 
people don’t really recognize that strip¬ 
pers are people. Like at all. Like at the 
fuck all. Like, ‘What can I buy off you?”’ 

Some customers will use force to get 
what they think they ve paid for. One strip¬ 
per spoke of the heated arguments that 
arise when the clock runs out on guests 


who have yet to come. Another recalled 
prying a panicked co-worker free from 
the chokehold of a man too drunk to tell 
she didn’t want want it rough. 

These are nights of exhaustive physi¬ 
cal struggle. “Playing goalie for all your 
private parts,” Sweetpea explains. 

On the main floor, customers are often 
unaware of the rules of engagement, pre¬ 
suming they end at the same place as 


their fantasies. The women are left to 
push gropers’ hands away, to tell flash¬ 
ers to zip it up. 

One recalls her debut night, when a man 
grabbed her off the stage, gave her $60 for 
three lap dances, then pinned her down 
and began masturbating. She couldn’t put 
her hands up to signal security, and she 
didn’t want to scream and make a scene. 


Bouncers meet true violence with 
muscle. Yet dancers have watched as 
wealthy customers are invited back with 
a brush-off and a get-in-free card. The 
vigor with which bouncers come to their 
aid is often directly correlated to how 
much dancers share their tips with them. 

“Who’s gonna watch out for you? ...It’s 
all based off of what you’re gonna tip,” 
said a former entertainer. 


(City Pages contacted each downtown 
strip club that employed women. None 
would provide comment, saying they 
didn’t know about the city’s work, or 
referring questions to corporate manag¬ 
ers who did not respond.) 

As independent contractors, dancers 
receive no salary, and pay the house for 
entry. They lease stage time for up to $100 
a shift, depending upon the day. They 
give the club about 20 percent of their 
lap dance and VIP earnings, then split 
the remainder with the rest of the staff. 
They tip the D J for music, the hosts for 
assignment to the most lucrative tables, 
and the managers to keep their jobs. 

Failing to pay, they say, entitles DJs 
to humiliate them on stage with absurd 
song choices, or bouncers to look away 
from crises. Dancers can be fined for 
everything from arriving late to talk¬ 
ing back. 

When times are slow, imagine the heart¬ 
break of going to work because the bills 
are mounting, only to leave owing money 
to the club, said one dancer. 

‘Yeah, I cried in the bathroom, for sure. 
It’s like, ‘Fuck my life. I’m going to go 
home and hang myself.’” 

Dancers have no confidence that gov¬ 
ernment will help, Sweetpea tells the 
City Council. The public views strippers 
as pilots of their own pain, complicit in

THE SIZZLE AND THE STEAK 

he nuclear option—and Council¬ 
man Cam Gordon’s initial reac¬ 
tion—was to get rid of VIP rooms, 
the epicenter of the problems, according 
to the U’s findings. 

These are innovations of the past 
decade, the strip club’s counterstrike 
to competition from internet porn. Back 
in the clubs’ heyday, men sojourned to 
see showgirls in the flesh. Then came 
endless free entertainment in the pri¬ 
vacy of their own homes. Clubs that once 
served strong floor shows to wall-to-wall 
crowds folded. 

Diminishing audiences steered the 
birth of an alternative fantasy experi¬ 
ence where money, customers believed, 
opened doors to normally unattainable 
liberties. Once customers were satisfied 
with sizzle. The VIP room offered the 
promise of steak. 

Herein lies the quandary. Ask dancers 
if they want the VIPs closed, and the 
answer is a resounding no, says Gordon. 
One hour there is equivalent to a night’s 
worth of lap dances. He does not want 
to impede their ability to earn. 

Still, he was shocked to read the uni¬ 
versity’s interviews with strippers, and 
nauseated by the thought that anyone 


engaged in a legal trade 
should face the regular 
expection of harass¬ 
ment. 

‘T didn’t run thinking 
I would regulate adult 
entertainment. It was 
like, ‘Oh my god. Really? 
That’s how they’re 
operating?”’ Gordon 
says. “It looked like 
there was more going 
on than people might 
have imagined, who 
weren’t familiar with 
it at all.” 

The leader of the 
university’s study, 
Christina Melander, 
notes that Minneapo¬ 
lis’ problems aren’t 
unique. The question 
is why strippers should 
tolerate conditions that 
workers in no other 
industry are expected 
to suffer. 

“It’s been an indus¬ 
try that policy makers 
have, in my impression, 
been tip-toeing around 
for a long time because 
regulating an 3 Thing that’s related to sex 
comes off as being moralistic, when it 
doesn’t have to be. It can be about pro¬ 
tecting workers. But tip-toeing around 
it has created a silence, a stigma, and a 
shadow.” 

Nationwide, policy makers have tried 
and failed to advance helpful regulations. 
Ordinances are rarely crafted with work¬ 
ers’ best interests in mind. 

Seattle and Washington, D.C. have 
rules prohibiting dancers from touching 
customers, but are silent on customers’ 
responsibility. San Francisco once tried to 
ban private booths, bringing the wrath of 
50 strippers with megaphones stomping 
down to City Hall. Clark County, Nevada 
outlawed lap dances, only to fuel protests 
by the Las Vegas Dancers Alliance. 

Others sued, challenging the indepen¬ 
dent-contractor status that clubs pressed 
upon strippers, a tactic used by all man¬ 
ner of industries to avoid paying wages 
and benefits. The courts tended to side 
with the dancers, since they essentially 
were the business. 

But a one-size solution has proven elu¬ 
sive for a diverse body of workers. Some 
dancers need but a couple shifts a week 
to pay tuition, while others fear employee 
status would replace their lucrative tips 
with a minimum wage. Most dancers 
enjoy the flexibility of working only as 
they please. 

Workers have also attempted to change 
clubs from the inside out, organizing— 
with little help from established unions— 
to mixed results. 
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Dancers with the San Diego strip club 
Pacers unionized in 1993 over being 
forced to pay a $5 stage fee every hour, 
and purchase unwanted Pacers merchan¬ 
dise like cheap garters, fragile stockings, 
and overpriced costumes. 

The club retaliated by firing union lead¬ 
ers, hiking stage fees, and stonewalling 
contract negotiations. High turnover 
allowed management to replenish its 
roster with scabs until, eventually, the 
dancers voted to decertify the union. 

Organizing was more successful at the 


One night near closing, the host ush¬ 
ered her into a VIP room with a peevish 
customer. The guest refused to tip the 
host. The dancer could see why—all he’d 
done was walk up the stairs with them. 
Afterward, the dancer noticed her payout 
came up short. 

‘Df course that reflected on me, because 
why wouldn’t it?” she says with a sigh and 
a smirk. “[The host] was hoping that I’d 
had so much champagne that I couldn’t 
fucking add, and just let him take all of 
my money because he didn’t get tipped

Lusty Lady in San Francisco, abawdy peep- 
show famous for its punny marquees. Fed 
up with random firings, pay cuts, and one¬ 
way windows where customers recorded 
them without consent, the women formed 
the Exotic Dancers Union. Wages reached 
$27 an hour. Later, when the owner moved 
to fold in the face of internet porn’s rising 
popularity, dancers bought the club as a 
cooperative. Eventually, a landlord who 
was invested in a competitor evicted the 
Lusty Lady for good. 

University researchers believe it’s not 
their place to recommend changes in Min¬ 
neapolis. Nor does Councilman Gordon 
think the city should impose regulations 
of its own design. Instead, they’re look¬ 
ing to dancers to advance the best ideas. 

THE BREADWINNER 

dancerwho’s been workingin down¬ 
town clubs for 15 years narrows her 
eyes and curls her lip when asked 
if she likes the job. 

“There’s got to be some elements I 
do like,” she says searchingly, nursing 
a cup of coffee in a Northeast cafe. The 
money, without a doubt. 

She’s tussled with enough managers 
that few clubs still welcome her work. 
She asked not to be named. 

Trouble began at her last job when a 
host helped himself to dancers’ earnings, 
she says. When customers purchased lap 
dances with credit cards, he’d withhold a 
twenty here or there. Afraid an argument 
would lead to instant firing, entertain¬ 
ers said nothing to management, though 
word traveled. 


properly by the customer.” 

She went to the general manager to 
demand her money. Their relationship 
never recovered. 

On another occasion, a patron spanked 
the dancer and called her a bitch. She 
slapped him. His friend reared up in her 
face as if to fight. The host pulled her 
aside and warned that the whole club 
could get sued if she ever raised a hand 
to a guest again, she says. That made 
strike two. 

The following weekend, the club 
unveiled a new dance area—basically a 
roped-off couch—that cost customers 
$125 for three songs. Entertainers got 
to keep $80. The dancer questioned the 
idea. Customers would balk at the cost of 
a not very private experience, she argued. 
And why did the club deserve 40 percent? 

Managers dumped her locker into two 
garbage bags and kicked her out, she says. 

“I was so dumbfounded. I was like, 
T’m just trying to have a conversation 
with you. I worked here for eight years. 
You’re just firing me?”’ 

Still, the dancer rejects the notion that 
stripping exploits women. As independent 
contractors, dancers spend big on makeup, 
costumes, nail art, hair extensions, breast 
implants, lip injections, gym member¬ 
ships, and everything else it takes to look 
desirable. But she questions whether she 
should also be funding the lights, music, 
and basic security. An entertainer with 
her experience doesn’t need much to 
hustle. She can separate a well-paying 
customer from a dud with a glance at his 
gait, his spirits, and his company. 

“I go to therapy,” she concedes with 
a wry laugh.

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Twice a month Kjersti Bohrer, founder 
of the faith-based outreach group Beautiful 
and Loved, visits strip clubs with packs 
of pistachios for the managers and gift 
bags of body scrubs and lip balm for the 
dancers. She sits in the dressing room with 
them and talks—not about the struggles of 
the job or even God—but about their kids, 
classes, sports, gardening, an 5 Thing else 
that gives the women a sense of peace. 

‘When you’re in an environment where 
the money you make depends on how 
you appear to other people, not just how 
cute you are but how much you seem¬ 
ingly love your job, you can build a very 
protective layer over yourself,” Bohrer 
says. “I’ve been there so I know how 
lonely it can be.” 

It wasn’t much different 15 years ago, 
when she worked in a strip club. She 
signed up straight out of high school, 
fully expecting that when the rules stated 
customers couldn’t touch her, she’d have 
some recourse if they did. The first time 
she was groped, the bouncer laughingly 
nudged the patron to keep his hands to 
himself. The manager asked her what 
she’d done to provoke it. 

Over the years, Bohrer’s met managers 
who do the best, watching customers like 
hawks, designing couches that force men 
to sit upright, and recognizing dancers 
as their co-workers instead of their girls. 

“If they held the customer to the rules, 
if the customers were told, ‘You cannot 
be in here if you are disrespecting this 
woman,’ then the entire culture would 
change,” she says. “But men know that 
when they walk into that strip club, what¬ 
ever morals, whatever expectations they 
may have had at their day job, they go 
out the window.” 

At least one Minneapolis manager has 
managed to survive through the ages with¬ 
out taking money from entertainers to 
resist corporate competition. 

Jerry Bjurstorm is the owner of BJ’s 
Liquor Lounge, a no-frills, retro neighbor¬ 
hood bar known as the “Cheers of the North 
Side.” He’s been running the bar himself 
for 37 years, leading career bartenders 
who have been with him for decades, and 
a league of entertainers who come and go 
as they please. On a daily basis, nearly all 
his clients are regular faces. 

“We’ve got our own Cliff, Norman, and 
all the rest of them. They walk through the 
door, there’s somebody who’s responsible 
for the business, who’s happy to greet 
them. These things matter.” 

Everything the bar offers is out in the 
open. There are no closed doors, no VIP 
rooms, “so they’re not doing sexual favors 
or an 5 Thing,” Bjurstorm says. 

He pays security. Anyone who raises a 
hand to a dancer gets 86’d. Dancers keep 
100 percent of their tips, and he makes 
money on liquor sales. 

“We don’t want their money,” Bjurstorm 
says. “We’re a little operation, and over 


the years we’ve developed so that our 
sales fulfill our needs.” 

His only hope is that when the city 
crafts new rules, he’s allowed to run BJ’s 
the same way he always has. 

THE DREAM 

fter the city’s inspections in March 
captured a snapshot of what was 
left over from the nightly revelry, 
dancers answered the U’s call for infor¬ 
mation with apprehension. They looked 
over their shoulders as they sat down at 
coffee shops with researchers, nervous 
about running into others from work. They 
seemed to fear that opening up about their 
jobs would prompt the inevitable finger of 
morality to come wagging back at them. 
They would be blamed for the stains, the 
harassment, the violence. 

But the tension would lift when they 
were asked to imagine how things could 
be different. 

“I felt like that’s where the interview 
would really lighten, because people do 
like a lot of aspects of their jobs, and they 
can envision that if things could be more 
worker-purposed, how that could cre¬ 
ate abetter workplace,” says researcher 
Natalie Taber. 

There was the suggestion that clubs 
could charge stage fees by the week or 
the month, the same as leasing a cab or 
a chair in a salon. Or they could do away 
with the automatic 20 percent tip to man¬ 
agers that serves as a second house tax. 

Some floated the idea of licensing danc¬ 
ers like masseuses, but that met resistance 
from those who recoiled at the idea of 
having their personal information in a 
public database. Others, seeing no real¬ 
istic end to the small number of dancers 
engaged in sex work, wanted biohazard 
waste disposal. Many believed that VIP 
rooms are too dark and too remote. 

Sweetpea harbors her own lush fantasy 
of someday opening a club, a feminist 
paradise she’d run with her wife. It would 
marry exotic dancing, high-end burlesque, 
a full stage show, and some adventures into 
the world of kink. Guests would watch 
the beautiful showgirls perform, and then 
the dancers would swim among them 
and drink champagne like they did back 
in the 1950s. The VIP room would look 
more like an elevated lounge. 

In the meantime, these dreams are 
tempered by the seemingly intractable 
forces of corporate consolidation and 
customers’ internet porn expectations. 
She takes solace in knowing that at least 
someone, somewhere, is thinking about 
doing something. 

“Things have kind of slid, and people 
haven’t been paying attention to where 
ever 5 Thing has ended up. It’s very prom¬ 
ising to have the conversation that there 
are problems.” 03

It’s trendy to a fault, but the Lynhall has some undeniable charm

od save the ugly restaurants. 

Bless their cracked vinyl 
booths and curled linoleum 
floors. Anoint their dated decor 
and dark corners. They might not be long 
for this world. 

The four horsemen—Facebook, Insta- 
gram, Twitter, Pinterest—have ushered in the 
dawn of the #branded restaurant. Its spaces 
are bright, its tiles honeycomb-shaped, its 
countertops marbled, and its wood accents 
rustic. This visually curated dining appears 
under any number of euphemistic monikers: 
eatery, kitchen, food hall. 

That last one is a head-scratcher if you 
haven’t been aloyal student of the foodblogo- 
sphere. (Haven’t you?) The food hall is the 
mall food court’s millennial kid sister, and 
she’s sweepingthrough cities and Instagram 
feeds with a trail of hashtags in her wake. 


Typically, food halls offer a variety of 
vendors and stalls under one roof, a some- 
thing-for-everyone bazaar where no one 
has to settle. (Midtown Global Market’s 
warren of stalls and mini-restaurants is 
the prototype of the food hall in the Twin 
Cities.) But the L 5 mhall, which opened on 
L 5 mdale Avenue in June, strays from this 
deflnition. Instead of distinct purveyors 
vying for palates and wallets, the Lynhall 
offers one kitchen, in which breakfast, 
lunch, dinner, brunch, and pastries are 
prepared. A nearby bar serves your cap¬ 
puccino in the morning and your cocktail 
in the evening. 

This is a lot for one kitchen team to 
take on. Presumably, it’s why food halls 
welcome a collection of independent 
operations, to say nothing of the culinary 
variety that entails. 

If the variety of vendors is removed from 
the equation, what then is the appeal of 


a place like the L 3 mhall? The communal 
tables? The counter service? The magic 
of living out a Pinterest fantasy? 

Well, yes. The surrounds are undeniably 
pleasant, if a bit precious. Every day from 
morning to mid-afternoon, light floods the 
room and the 12-foot-long tables All with 
people working on laptops and sipping 
coffee; the choice cafe tables by the front 
window hold friends meeting for break¬ 
fast, co-workers sharing a quick lunch. The 
service is swift and friendly. You can eat a 
meal alone and not feel awkward. Everyone 
seems content. 

But there’s more. In addition to serving 
you every meal of the day, every day of the 
week, the L 5 mhall offers a stately private 
event space, an incubator kitchen, and a 
kitchen studio with professional audio and 
visual equipment. Perhaps you’re beginning 
to understand why the term ‘'restaurant” 
wouldn’t cut it here.

There’s also the food, of course. For the 
average eater who isn’t looking to book a 
rehearsal dinner, or shoot an episode of his 
food vlog, or start a line of hand-pulped 
jams, the Lynhall is a nice stop for breakfast, 
lunch, and coffee. 

A smoked brisket hash ($13) was straight¬ 
forward and lovely, equal parts meaty beef 
hunks (not particularly tender, but enough 
so) and sweet potato, little mushroom caps, 
and Brussels sprouts. A creamy horserad¬ 
ish sauce held the whole thing together, 
with an assist from the yolks of perfectly 
sunny-side-up eggs. On the sweeter side, 
the French toast ($10) was excellent: two 
thick slices of golden brown brioche, topped

with fresh berries, fresh whipped cream, 
and Anderson’s maple S 3 mjip. 

For something smaller and even quicker, 
the pastry case holds the standard muffins 
and quick breads, croissants and cookies. 
They re all made in-house—which is admi¬ 
rable on its own—and though we’re far 
too spoiled by the near-ubiquitous treats 
Patisserie 46 and Black Walnut Bakery 
sprinkle throughout the metro’s cafes on 
a daily basis, these are passable renditions 
of classics. 

Lunch is where the seams of an overex¬ 
tended kitchen begin to show. An open- 
faced chicken salad sandwich (for $11,1 
want the other slice of bread, thank you) 
piles a bland, paste-like spread on a nice 
but flimsy sourdough slice, with only a few 
curls of radish and cherry tomato halves for 
contrast. The charred short rib sandwich 
($15) with marinated peppers and pickled 
onions was dripping in grease, an oily film 
that stood between our taste buds and any 
discernible flavor. 

Abuttery velvet squash soup saved the day, 
with a piece of golden toast for dipping. It 
made apowerful duo with the root vegetable 
salad’s spicy horseradish dressing, though 
on the salad, we desperately wanted more 
of the promised ‘'clothbound cheddar.” 

And yet, a second visit was nearly perfect 
for a quick midday nosh. The French tar- 
tine ($11) with brie fondue, a poached egg, 
and fat chunks of juicy heirloom tomatoes 
was spot-on. A savory tart with roasted 
tomatoes had all the oomph of a killer slice 
of pizza in the dainty package of a French 
dejeuner. A farro and beet salad with the 
tangy pop of golden berries reminded us 
that the whole meal was also pretty healthy 
and hearty, a nice touch in a world where 
burgers and burritos reign. 

The lunch and dinner menu are one and 
the same. Unless you’re getting sandwiches 
for supper, your dinner options are mostly 
meats sold by the pound or half-pound— 


rotisserie chicken, rosemary garlic pork 
shoulder, braised beef short rib—with side 
options. We caution against the Dinner Kit, 
a grab-and-go ready-made meal of rotis¬ 
serie chicken, potatoes, greens, and two 
rolls. For $32, you’d expect more than half 
a chicken and just enough sides for two 
people. Rotisserie chickens are already a 
grab-and-go option at the grocery store 
for $5-$10, and though the Lynhall’s might 
be somewhat superior in quality, this bird 
isn’t so juicy that it justifies doubling the 
price. Make your own quickie sides, or 
even buy some a la carte here, and spend 
the leftover cash on dessert. 

For your sweet tooth, the glass case at 
the counter shows off pretty little cakes and 
jars of custard and tarts like the chocolate 
pumpkin tart with two petite quenelles of 
cream. A ‘'tres leches” cake was nothing of 
the sort—none of the telltale cream-soaked 
crumb—but renamed would make a nice 
shareable mini-cake, with pretty nonpareils 
and dollops of lemon curd on top. You might 
also cap off your meal with a stiff drink. 
The L 5 mhall has a full liquor license and 
is putting it to good use with thoughtful 
cocktails, interesting lower-proof items like 
a cider-IPA radler, and some non-alcoholic 
mocktails, which is a trend more places 
should embrace. 

That brings us back to trends, and the 
question of style over substance. The Lyn- 
hall is impeccably polished in presentation 
(and aptly described as ‘'almost a parody 
of 2017 style” by one neighboring diner). 
That vintage pharmacy-meets-farmhouse 
abstraction plays to every follower-hungry 
Instagrammer who walks through its doors. 
Cynics will want to retch. 

But styles change and trends become 
dated; the test of time is what goes on the 
plate. With some exceptions, the L 3 mhall 
is serving its customers more than just 
eye candy. If you want proof, ignore the 
hashtags and order the hash. 03

It seems with the way the presidential 
election turned out, Tim Slagle’s brand of 
political satire would be in high demand.

The Florida Project is a rich tale of childhood poverty in America

S ean Baker finds his groove in the 
margins. In general, indie film¬ 
makers set their sights on novel 
stories, but Baker’s ability to relate 
those niche topics to a broader audience 
and make them accessible is what really 
sets him apart as a director. 

2015’s Tangerine told the tale of a trans 
sex worker on a mission to track down 
her cheating boyfriend/pimp. It was not 
the most universal story, yet Baker—and 
the film’s phenomenal cast—made Tan¬ 
gerine one of the most compelling and 
humanistic movies of the year. 

In The Florida Project, he takes his skill 
set to the Magic Castle, a dilapidated motel 
on the literal margin of an Orlando highway. 
Six-year-old Moonee (Brookl 5 mn Prince) 
lives with her mom, Halley (Bria Vinaite), 
in one of the rooms. Halley hasn’t been 


getting many solid shifts stripping, so 
she hustles to make ends meet: selling 
wholesale perfume to guests of nice hotels, 
unloading stolen Disneyland Magic Bands, 
anything to make another week’s rent. 

While mom gets stoned and tries to get 
by, daughter runs the strip causing mischief 
with the other motel kids: spitting on cars, 
hustling in her own fashion to get ice cream, 
accidentally burning down an abandoned 
building. She’s a sweetheart at her core, and 
mom means well, but a widespread lack 
of supervision and consequences enables 
the kids to get up to no good. 

The plot is humble in scope, functioning 
more as summer snapshot than a grand, 
arcing narrative. But as Halley becomes 
more desperate. The Florida Project digs 
deeper into issues of poverty and its effects 
on both parents and children, illuminat¬ 
ing the lives of those Baker calls “the 
hidden homeless.” 


As with Tangerine, the cast proves 
crucial here. Baker likes hiring inex¬ 
perienced actors, and perhaps his most 
considerable strength as a director is his 
ability to identify great untapped talents 
(Vinaite was discovered via Instagram) 
and bring out their full potential. Willem 
Dafoe, who plays Magic Castle manager 
Bobby, is probably the only person you’ve 
ever heard of in this movie. And as good 
as Dafoe is, he’s overshadowed by the 
newcomer leads. 

There’s obviously some risk in using 
non-professional actors, but in the case 
of The Florida Project, it works so well 
you sometimes forget that what you’re 
watching is fiction. Vinaite is impres¬ 
sive and convincing in her first outing, 
whether she’s partying with her friend 
from downstairs or treating her kid to 
what small pleasures she can. She’s no 
one-trick pony.

But Brookl 5 mn Prince is the real show- 
stealer. It would be a feat for any actor to 
run the gamut of emotions as deftly as she 
does, but the fact that she is six years old 
makes the performance all the more jaw- 
dropping. She can make you laugh with 
some rude remark one minute and have 
you crying along with her the next. She 
can ham it up as needed but also astounds 
with her subtlety. It’s a first-class showing 
from a kid who seems destined to be a star. 

The Florida Project is a success through 
and through. The performances are so 
genuine and pure, it’s impossible not 
to get pulled into the picture—and into 
the margins, where maybe the hidden 
homeless won’t stay hidden forever. 03

Bigotry spews over interracial love in IVedding Band

T acked up by one of the characters, 
a portrait of Abraham Lincoln 
gravely looks down on the pro¬ 
ceedings oiWeddingBand. By the 
end of this searing production, set during 
a time when the Civil War was still within 
livingmemory, the Great Emancipator seems 
in danger of becoming just another symbol 
of our very imperfect union, like the flags 
that eventually come out, waved just as 
ardently by white bigots as by the African- 
American characters who live in daily fear 
of deadly violence. 

Like the Guthrie's current Watch on the 
Rhine, Penumbra Theatre’s WeddingBand 
highlights that for all the unprecedented 
affronts of the Trump era, the underlying 
issues are nothing new It’s notable that 
both plays were written by women: Lil¬ 
lian Heilman in the former case, and in the 
latter Alice Childress, whose stature as a 
20th-century master continues to grow 
Written duringthe 1960s, WeddingBand 
is set in 1918. The Great War is raging, 
and American forces are marching off—in 
segregated ranks—to join in that bloody 
and futile conflict. Amid the patriotic 
spectacle, Julia (Dame-Jasmine Hughes) 
reaches the 10-year mark in her warm 
and wrenching love affair with Herman 
(Peter Christian Hansen). 

It’s wrenching because Herman is white 
and Julia is black, in a Southern state where 
intermarriage is illegal. Their violation of 
that fundamental taboo makes it hard for 
Julia to settle down in any one residence, 
but she’s ready to make a fresh start in a

crowded yet friendly African-American 
neighborhood friU of richly drawn characters 
who will soon have a crisis on their hands. 

Penumbra founder Lou Bellamy knows 
just how to turn the compact stage into a 
window on the human pageant, and he does 
so here from the moment two children come 
skipping out onto Vicki Smith’s set, under 
a wistful cloud in a moody sky. (Credit goes 
to Mike Wangen for the lighting design.) 

Few pla 3 rwrights have ever had Chil¬ 
dress’ skill at observing the complexi¬ 
ties of social status without trivializing 
or sensationalizing. The play doesn’t for¬ 
give Herman’s hatefully racist mother 
(a steely Laura Esping) any more than 
Julia does, and yet Childress shows us 
that the mother herself has suffered from 
misogyny, classism, and wartime suspicion 
of German-Americans. 

Hughes delivers a gripping performance 
as apoised woman who reaches her breaking 
point. Her fiery confrontation with Esping 
is heart-stopping, and she also has a quietly 
tender chemistry with Hansen. She has to 
confront him as well, in a scene redolent 
with painful insight. Interracial couple 
Mildred and Richard Loving prevailed at 
the Supreme Court shortly after Wedding 
Band premiered, but Childress knew that in 
a society built on white supremacy, loving 
isn’t the end of injustice—it’s one step on 
a long ladder. 03

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JUKEBOX HERO 

Tooling through the Triple Rock record machine with singer-songwriter Dylan Hicks

onstraints are important,” 
m ' says Dylan Hicks, mashing 
^ / down the imaginary buttons 

on the touchscreen of a digi¬ 
tal jukebox at the Triple Rock Social Club. 

This late-model jukebox, unfortunately, 
offers a lesson in what happens when con¬ 
straints are tossed out the window. The 
TouchTunes “interactive entertainment 
platform”—65,000 of which are located 
across the U.S.—can summon most any 
songyou can think of This can lead to what 
MBA programs call “analysis paralysis,” or 
at least a strongbout of self-consciousness. 

Hicks is lanky and laconic in a natty 
collegiate sweater, with longish salt-and- 
pepper hair hanging over his glasses, but this 
unstructured universe of infinite choices 
leaves him a touch flustered. ‘When there’s 
a hundred selections or so, you have some¬ 
thing to work with. You’re asking, how do I 
want to present myself? You want to make 
the best decision...” 

“Right,” I offer. ‘Within a framework.” 

“Yeah,” he says. ‘With this, you can just 
play anything.” 

There’s a knack to selecting tunes on a 
traditional jukebox, and “A-24,” the lead 
track on Hicks’ new album. Ad Out, is a 
valentine to mastering that art. “It’s the 
best damn jukebox in the county,” Hicks 
sings in a High Plains drawl. “Got about 
1,000 songs so you don’t get bored.” 

Since Hicks is not only a terrific l 3 n:*icist 
but also a great writer about music (he was 
City Pages’ arts editor a little more than a 
decade ago), I figured it’d be fun to drag 
him out to a real-life jukebox and get him to 
punch in a few songs and talk about them. 

TRACK 1: “Clean Up Woman,” 

Betty Wright (2 credits) 

To narrow our choices, Hicks selects the 
“Queens of R&B” category, where one of 
his favorites, Betty Wright’s 1971 hit “Clean 
Up Woman,” is, through some divine algo¬ 
rithmic intervention, the first song listed. 
Hicks mashes down a PLAY button that’s 
as unresponsive as the keys on the crappy 
ATMs often found at bars, and soon Wright 
is warning everyone at the T-Rock about the 
clean-up woman who stole her man’s love. 


“I love a song with a conceit,” Hicks 
says. “Not every time, but if you can come 
up with a premise, you can try to enrich 
that.” And the characters on Ad Out—gays 
inbars, lovelorn dudes workingmenial jobs, 
boyfriends or husbands who may or may 
not know how good they have it—are often 
narrating their way through such conceits. 
When a sad sack charged with a moving 
violation testifies in court on “Asking for a 
Friend,” he rhymes “father’s charcoal suit” 
with “what the English call the boot,” in a 
manner that’s true to his ironic, deflated 
sense of his own refinement. 

“They re beleaguered,” Hicks says of his 
narrators. “But not defeated.” The cover of 
Ad Out, appropriately, features a painting 
of John McEnroe, facedown in the clay at 
Wimbledon, toward the end of the worst 
day of his career. 

TRACK 2: “Cruisin’,” 

Smokey Robinson (2 credits) 

Hicks enters “CRUIS” into the search bar 
and Smokey Robinson’s 1979 hit is sum¬ 
moned before he can hit the “IN.” “It’s such 
a seductive song,” Hicks says. “It builds 
nicely, and it’s dramatic, but there’s no his¬ 


trionics. And those high notes.” Smokey 
gets his face on the TouchTunes screen, 
but Hicks points out that Marv Taplin, the 
guitarist on the record, may deserve equal 
billing. “This is my favorite,” he says, as 
Taplin’s guitar glides beneath Smokey’s 
croon. “That guitar tone.” 

We get back to the idea of constraints. 
“That’s why I like rhymes,” he says. “I like the 
sound of them, but when you use them well, 
they create meaning—the rh 3 mie scheme 
influences the verse. When you throw out 
rh 5 mies”—here he shrugs—“you might as 
well be dealing with prose.” 

And Hicks knows prose. After a ’90s stint 
as a witty singer-songwriter, he went on a 
hiatus frommusic and embarked on awriting 
career, first as a critic and journalist, then 
as the author of two well-received novels. 

“I had a long break from performing,” he 
says. “But after a few years, I have a better 
sense for my voice. I have better pitch, and 
I know precisely my range. I didn’t know 
then, but I know now: two octaves, a modest 
baritone range.” 

On Ad Out, Hicks turns what he calls his 
“limited vocal range” into a superpower. 
His voice has a conversational quality that

allows him to comfortably inhabit each of 
his characters. In the way his TouchTunes 
selections cut through the din of the Triple 
Rock, Hicks floats over Adam Levy’s ’70s 
R&B-flavored licks, Joe Savage’s pedal steel, 
Doug Little’s horn arrangements, and his 
own keyboard, all of which are tidied up 
and made AM-ready by producer John 
Munson. 

Hicks describes the sound as “roadhouse 
cabaret,” but his mix of R&B, country rock, 
and piano balladry would sound equally at 
home an 5 rwhere the sonic boundaries of 
the American songbook might unexpect¬ 
edly bleed together: a backyard barbecue 
in Tin Pan Alley, or a secret honky-tonk 
in the basement of Radio City Music Hall.

the Pointer Sisters song operates at the 
border of cosmopolitan country-pop and 
adult contemporary R&B. 

Hicks points to Twitty as an example 
of a singer whose vocal range changed 
over the course of his career, to positive 
effect. He started out as a country yelper 
whose voice jumped effortlessly into the 
higher registers, but by the time of “Slow 
Hand,” he’d settled into a mellifluous, 
vaguely seedy baritone croon that suited 
the spirit Nashville’s mellifluous, vaguely 
seedy era of sexual liberation. 

“I can’t touch these guys as singers,” 
he says. “But I hope the songs reflect the 
influence of these types of country and 
R&B songs in a way that seems manage¬ 
able, and in a way that lets me sing like 
myself” He grins a crooked grin, and clari¬ 
fies: “Not loud.” 

Perhaps the most countrified song on the 
record (“I threw in a little Southern accent 
on that one”), “A-24” is assertive, but all 
in fun, the aural equivalent of Hicks’ full- 
bodied dance in Wilson Webb and Carolyn 
Swiszcz’s video. (Hicks bops through a 
cardboard wonderland in white pants and 
a blue T-shirt, reminding me of what Jack 
Handey called his “funny cowboy dance” 
in the “Deep Thoughts” segments on SiVL.) 
It’s a song about stepping out into the com¬ 
mons and staking a claim. 

“You do all this stuff,” Hicks says, talk¬ 
ing about performing music and also the 
act of publicly displaying your taste on a 
jukebox. “Even if you feel ashamed, there’s 
some vanity that wants to affirmed. It’s 
still kind of embarrassing.” 

Hicks continues glancing through the 
options. “Oh! I love this one.” He mashes 
down some imaginary key a few times, 
and the Weeknd’s “I Can’t Feel My Face” 
kicks in. 

On the right night, in the right bar, this 
song too could be A-24. 03

KEYSHIA COLE 

ORPHEUM THEATRE, FRIDAY 10.27 
R&B changes every year, but for more than a 
decade Keyshia Cole has remained a main¬ 
stay of the genre. The Oakland native, now 
36, broke through in 2005 with “Love” and 
its unforgettable, crying chorus; by the time 
of her Missy Elliott- and Lil’ Kim-assisted 
smash “Let It Go” in 2007, KC had already 
proved herself worthy of singing alongside 
those more established collaborators.

Necking 

I’m too scared to choke 
my girlfriend during sex 

I n a frank exchange early in our court¬ 
ship, I told my girlfriend that I have no 
kinks. As a faithful reader of Savage 
Love, Fm obviously not opposed to 
kinks—butFve never had any inclinations 
in that direction and am probably a typical 
hetero vanilla. As a result, Fm damn near 
clueless in that area. Last night, my girlfriend 
placed my hands around her neck and asked 
me to choke her. My instant reaction was to 
say no, not out of any objection in principle 
but because I thought it might be danger¬ 
ous in my inexperienced hands. Later I did 
comply, but I was definitely holding back. 
I dearly love my main squeeze—clever pun 
there, huh?—and I want to be GGG, but... 
well, you see my misgivings. I know about 
safe words, but can we count on them when 
the recipient’s larynx is being compromised 
and she may be close to passing out? For 
the record, I had no difficulty in acced¬ 
ing to her request to be bitten, as I know 
where and how hard I can do that without 
causing damage, but choking is an area of 
darkness for me. 

CHOKE HOLDS OBLIGATE KINK EDUCATION 

I have friends who are professional Dom¬ 
inants—women who will stick needles 
through the head of their client’s cock 
and post the bloody pics to Twitter—who 
refuse to do breath play and/or choking 
scenes. 

“It’s impossible to control for all the 
variables,” said Mistress Matisse, a pro¬ 
fessional dominatrix with more than 20 
years of experience. “People think chok¬ 
ing isn’t kinky, but it is. People think it’s 
a low-risk activity, but it’s not. Choking 
isn’t just about the lungs. It can affect the 
brain and the heart—it can affect the whole 
body—and if the bottom has underlying 
health issues, things can go disastrously 
wrong.” 

Wrapping something around someone’s 
neck—your hands, a belt, a rope—is the 
most dangerous form of breath control/ 
play, Matisse emphasized, and simply can¬ 
not be done safely. Fragile bones (like the 
hyoid bone), nerves, arteries, veins—the 
neck is a crowded place, it’s vulnerable, 
and putting sustained pressure on some¬ 
one’s neck is extremely risky. 

Matisse also noted: “The person doing 
the choking needs to be aware that the/re 
on the hook legally—for at least manslaugh¬ 
ter charges—if the person who asked to

be choked should die. People have gone 
to jail for this kind of ‘play.’” 

Jay Wiseman, author of SM101, not 
only takes a similarly dim view of choking, 
CHOKE, he’s served as an expert wit¬ 
ness at the trials of people who choked 
someone to death during sex. 

“It’s always inherently life-threatening, 
and it’s always inherently unpredictable,” 
said Wiseman. “There simply are no land¬ 
marks—meaning, you can’t say to a rea¬ 
sonable degree of medical certainty that if 
you ‘only’ choke someone for 30 seconds, 
they’ll be okay. People have died after being 
choked for less than 30 seconds.” 

I’m tempted to leave it there, CHOKE, 
because I worry that anything else I might 
say—an 5 Thing remotely equivocal—could 
result in one idiot choking another to death. 
But the fact of the matter is that choking, 
despite the risks, is a relatively common 
kink, so I’m going to give you a little advice 
about meeting your girlfriend’s particular 
needs safely. 

“What most people who are into choking 
want is to feel controlled,” said Matisse. 
“So put your hand over her mouth. Grab 
her hair, wrap an arm around her shoul¬ 
der—not her neck—and put your other 
hand over her mouth. That should satisfy 
the urge.” 

Another option, CHOKE, is a gas mask. 
If it’s not too disturbing a look—if it’s not 
a boner-killer—you can put a gas mask on 
someone, cover the breathing hole with 
the flat of your hand, and cut off your 
partner’s air. All they have to do when 
they need a breath is shake their head, 
which will break the seal created by your 
palm and allow them to breathe. 

And finally, you could—if you really like 
this woman—take a stage combat class or 
book a session with a fight choreogra¬ 
pher. There are safe choke holds used on 
stage, where the person being choked is in 
control and no actual pressure is placed 
on the neck.
